To  Whom  It  May  Coacera: 

Last  evening  on  the  car  radio  I heard  a report  about 
an  unidentified  flying  object  which  hovered  over  a i^ortugueae  installation  and 
caused  a stoppage  of  the  electronic  clocks^  1 believe*  The  report  further 
stated  that  si^Qilar  contacts  had  been  made  with  such  an  object  over  Ai&rtica

in  a stationary  position  and  then  moved  towards  the  Southwest*  dust  as  sudden 
it  again  stopped  and  this  time  came  back  to  the  hast*  We  turned  off  the  radio 
in  an  attempt  to  pick  up  any  motor  noise,  but  were  unable  to  hear  any  sound

interference  in  seeing  the  object*  blanea  that  crossed  over  went  much  faster 
than  the  object  we  were  following  and  they  all  had  the  little  bliakiug  lights 
and  their  motors  were  recognizable  far  off  in  the  distance.

however,  1 think  it  is  wise  to  advise  you  of  this  sighting  and  perhaps  it  will 
providejl^clue  to  the  nature  of  these  objects  since  there  seems  to  be  resemblenci 
between  the  three  sighted,  counting  in  the  two  official  ones  with  ours*
